It is satisfactory to note that the spread of 
the disease was in all cases prevented by the various routine measures of 
disinfection carried out by the Board's staff and by the regular administration.

The birth-rate decreased from 30°20 per mille to 26°16, while there was 
an increase in the death-rate which was 18'48 against 16°83 per mille in the 
preceding year. The total number of births recorded during the year was 
8,733 against 9,945 in 1925-26, while the number of recorded deaths increased 
from 5,544 to 6,086. 

There was an increase in the rate of infantile mortality which was 138 
er thousand of births registered against 120 during the preceding year. 
he infantile mortality rate for the year under review, though a little higher 

than that of the previous year, continues to compare favourably with that 
recorded anywhere else in India. It is gratifying to note that as, in previous 
years, not a single maternal death occurred amongst several hundred deliveries.

The Board continued to pay attention to such special measures as anti- 
malarial investigation, improvement of rural water-supply, medical inspection 
of school children, and delivery of weekly lectures by the Sanitary assistants 
in primary schools on hygiene and public health, while the midwives of the 
Board, in addition to their specific duties, paid house to house visits and 
delivered simple lectures on the general principles of cleanliness and domestic: 
hygiene to women of the settlement. 

The sanitary administration of the settlement area maintained the same 
degree of efficiency as in the preceding year. The Government of Bengal 
desire once more to congratulate the Board on the high standard of their 
administration. 

It may, however, be added that the value of the reports submitted by the 
Board would be greatly enhanced if they contained more detailed informa-- 
tion regarding health conditions in the various parts of the area under the 
Board’s control. When full effect has been given to the Bengal rural public 
health organization scheme the whole province, apart. from certain outlying” 
areas, will be provided with a sanitary staff similar to that employed by the 
Board but dealing with larger units of area and less thoroughly equipped with

L of the season.—During the month under review, the rainfall was 
decidedly below normal throughout the Presidency exceptin the districts of Jalpaiguri, 
Mymensingh, Chittagong and the Chittagong Hill Tracts, and in the Tripura State, where 
it was in excess of the normal, The usual rainfall statement is appended. 

Il. Progress of tural operations.—Preparatory tillage for the spring crops 
and the sowings, especially of the early varieties, continued under favonrable conditions, 
Harvesting of autumn paddy was almost over. 

Ill. State of standing crops,—The rainfall of the month, an important factor in 
the development of winter paddy, being defective, materially affected the condition of 

e late transplanted crop, specially in parts of Murshidabad, Burdwan, Birbhum, Bankura, 
jpur, Bogra and Malda. 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn.—The prospects of deep-water paddy were 
satisfactory, while those of transplanted paddy were generally fair except in parts of 
West and North Bengal, where the outturn isanticipated to be poor. The outturn of the 
sugarcane crop is expected to be about 80 per cent. of the normal. 

V. Damage to standing crops.—Damage to aman paddy by insects in parts of the 
Chittagong district was reported during the third week of the month. . 

VI. Gondition of agricultural stock.—The condition of livestock was generally 
fair. Sporadic cases of cattle-disease were, however, reported from eleven districts. 

VII. Failure of pa: and fodder.—The supply of fodder was generally 
sufficient except in parts of Marshidabad, Birbhum and Faridpur, where some insufficiency 
‘was reported. 

VIII. Prices of food-grains.—During the second fortnight of the month, the price 
of common rice of the cheapest quality rose in six districts, fell in six and remained 
stationary in the rest of the province. It varied from 4 seers 14 chitaks per rupee at 
Bogra to 7 seers in the Chittagong Hill Tracts. 

IX. Condition of agricultural population.—The condition of the agricultural popula- 
tion was on the whole fair, except in parts of Birbhum, Dinajpur and Malda, where distress 
continues to prevail owing to a partial failure of the winter rice crop. Test relief works 
were opened and agricultural loans continued to be distributed. Rabi seeds were being 
distributed on loan by the Collectors assisted by the Agricultural Department,
